Monday observed his eighty-fifth birth- 
day by vigorously upbraiding his col- 
leagues of the United States supreme 
court for what he termed too. strict 
interpretation of the constitution. 

Ilolmes, the oldest of supreme court 
justices in years and service, dissented 
from a decision of the court’s majority 
holding unconstitutional the Vennsyl- 
vania law prohibiting the use of shod- 
dy in making certain articles of bed- 
ding. ITlolmes was supported by Llar- 
lan I. Stone, the youngest on the 
bench, and Louis D. Brandeis. 

Press Amendment Too Far. 

“We are pressing the fourteenth 
amendment too far,” declared the 
justice, who reached his majority be- 
fore the north and south were getting 
their second wind in the civil war. 

The fourteenth amendment = safe- 
guards the rights of citizens from the 
seizure of property without “due 
process of law.” Holmes contended 
that this provision was being stretch- 
ml too far, in limiting the power of 
states. The octogenarian liberal point- 
ed out that last Monday he dissented 
similarly in opposing a decision hold- 
ing the Wisconsin inheritance tax pro- 
vision invalid on the same grounds,

Christian Unity 
Program Planned 


By Two Churches 


Chicago, March §8.—(#/)—An active 
program in support of Christian unity 
to be conducted from the pulpits of 
the two denominations during the 
coming year was adopted today at a 
national conference of delegates of 
the Presbyterian and Episcopal 
churches. They met under the aus- 
pices of the world conference on faith 
and order, sponsoring the interna- 
tional church meeting to he held at 
Lausanne, Switzerland, in August, 
1927. 

“Heretofore, we, in the various de- 
nominations, have termed each other 
heretics and outsiders. Now we are 
ready to work and pray together,” the 
Rt. Rey. Charles P. Anderson, bishop 
of Chicago, said. 

Faith Against Unbelief. 


The keynote of. the meeting was 
hrased by Rev. Robert Speer, of 
jew York City, president of the Pres- 
byterian mission board, who asserted : 

“We are not meeting for an intro- 
spective discussion but for the_posi- 
tive purpose of declaring the faith of 
the churches against unbelief. The 
ministry is not a matter of individual 
rights, but for the organization of the 
attack on evil.’ 

“The churches are likely to be left 
far behind the nations in promoting 
fellowship,” declared Rev. Talbot 
Rogers, of Sunbury, Pa., urging the 
need for a progressive unity program. 


Pope’s Order in Accord. 


The conference agreed that the 
“Feast of the Kingdom of Christ,” re- 
cently authorized by Pope Pius XI 
was in direct accordance with the en- 
deavors of the world conference in 
Copenhagen last a and the pro- 
gram of the “Copeo” organization in 
England. 

The Presbyterian general council 
meets tomorrow in executive session 
and on Thursday there will be a meet- 
ing of the special commission of 1925 
which convenes to prepare a report 
to the general assembly in Baltimore 
in May 

The proceedings will not be dis- 
closed.
